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REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


Gearing the hospital to handle the near-capacity load of patients that 
seems ever to be present occupied the attention of the Board of Trustees 
during the year. 


Because of the increase in number of elderly patients, some of whom 
are bedridden it became necessary to add to the nursing staff. 


The increase in the number of elderly patients also created other 
problems affecting nearly every department. 


Treatment with new medicines increases the cost tremendously and 
special diets prescribed by the medical staff may make it necessary to add 
help in the kitchens. 


So far other departments have been able to cope with the increased 
work load, although it has been necessary to streamline some procedures. 


For instance, the laundryman has been placed in charge of linens at 
all levels, with the exception of buying, which remains the duty of the 
steward. 


The trustees concerned themselves with four major repairs: electric 
wiring, sewerage system, sprinkler system and porches on the women’s 
ward and the administration building. 


Maintenance of the hospital’s ancient, wooden buildings becomes more 
of a problem each year. Sometimes the board feels that it is wasteful and 
extravagant to make costly repairs when the real solution, economically 
and efficiency-wise, would be in new buildings. 


The board, with the superintendent, attended several meetings with 
officers of other county hospitals and the State Department of Publie 
Health officers, concerning legislation that would make it permissable to 
admit patients with chronic diseases to county sanitoria. The board has 
supported the proposed legislation through its various stages and, it is 
happy to report, with the aid of the various area representatives in the 
legislature. The effort will be renewed next year. 


Proposed legislation that would have enlarged the Board of Trustees 
of the hospital was successfully opposed by the board. 


The year saw the termination of nine years of valuable service on the 
Board of Trustees by Louis E. Donley of North Attleboro. Mr. Donley 
served as chairman of the board for several terms and gave unstintingly 
of his time. The hospital shall forever be grateful for this service.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Bristol County Hospital for 
the year ending December 31st, 1958. 


The year 1958 was a busy one at the hospital both in the in-patient 
and out-patient department. We had the greatest number of admissions 
and greatest number of discharges in any one year since the hospital was 
opened in 1919. 


The preponderance of patients has been in the older age brackets and 
consequently more non-tuberculous disease and complications were en- 
countered, necessitating special treatment and the use of expensive drugs. 
This has had the effect of increasing our costs. Because of the increase 
in special diets, such as diabetics diets and salt free diets we are requesting 
an additional assistant cook as the present dietary staff (one chef and two 
assistant cooks) is too small to properly perform the job of preparing the 
regular meals and special diets for about 130 people three times a day, 
seven days a week. 


Because of the large area of grounds and lawns, and the buildings 
which are of wooden structure we are requesting the employment of a full 
time laborer instead of a temporary laborer to help in hospital mainte- 
nance. 


During the coming year it will be necessary to carry out extensive re- 
pairs to the porches of the administration building. The outside of the 
men’s ward and interior of both men’s and women’s wards will need to be 
painted. 


We are requesting the purchase of a new sterilizer as the present one 
is now 28 years old. Another major item we are asking for is a portable 
X-ray machine to X-ray patients who are too ill or weak to be taken to the 
X-ray room. 


We record with sadness the death of two employees during the year. 
One was an attendant nurse and the other a waitress. Sadly both were in 
the prime years of life.

Of the 22 deaths, 2 occurred among the tuberculous group. The cause 
of death in one of these cases was cirrhosis of the liver. There was there- 
fore but one death from pulmonary tuberculosis during the year. Of the 


22 deaths 14, or 64% came to autopsy.

COST 


The cost of operation and maintenance of hospital including cost of 
operation of the Out-patient department was $378,601.55. There were 
23,334 patient days. This gives a daily per capita cost of $16.22.
